In view of the papers filed June 18, 2001, it has been found that this nonpro visional 
application, as filed, through error and without deceptive intent, improperly set forth the 
inventorship, and accordingly, this application has been corrected in compliance with 37 CFR 
1.48(a). The inventorship of this application has been changed by addition of Renaud Pontier as 
an inventor. 

The application will be forwarded to the Office of Initial Patent Examination (OIPE) for 
issuance of a corrected filing receipt, and correction of the file jacket and PTO PALM data to 
reflect the inventorship as corrected. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
include the following reference sign(s) not mentioned in the description: "64" in Figure 1. A 
proposed drawing correction, corrected drawings, or amendment to the specification to add the 
reference sign(s) in the description, are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) because 
reference character "40" has been used to designate two different components of Figure 2. A 
proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to

avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in 
abeyance. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1,3,4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

In claim 1, "the excess gas phase" in line 14, lack(s) proper antecedent basis in the 
claim(s). 

The term "high pressure" in claim 1 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. 
The term "high pressure" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard 
for ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. 

In claims 3,4, "said gaseous and non gaseous phases" lack(s) proper antecedent basis in 
the claim(s). It appears that — said gaseous and non-gaseous phases- was intended. 


Claims 2,5-7 are objected to as being dependent on a rejected base claim. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 


disclosure.
